H seems to be now pretty conclusive- 


ly bstablished that long before tlio dis- 
covery of petroleum in this country 
started the enormous speculation in oil 
wells which culminated ton or fifteen 
years ago, mineral oil had been ob- 
tained in Galicia, and its value as an il- 
luminating agent demonstrated. Though 
»e were the first to bring; it prom- 
inently before the world, and to intro- 
duco-it into general use, wo must sur- 
render to Galicia tho honor of having 
Jirst found out that mineral oil could bo 
made to supply fuel for lamps. 
"- An Austrian mining engineer, Herr 
Heinrich Walter, has lately contributed 
to a scientific publication of his coun- 
try two papers, in which he presents 
proofs gathered with tho most patient 
industry, and made so complete that 
we cannot disregard them, to show that 
so far back as tho early part of this 
.eohtury petroleum was obtained by two 
miners of Galicia, distilled, and success- 
fully employed for illuminating pur- 
poses. They were Josef Hecker and 
. Johann Mitis, and they found the min- 
eral oil between 1810 and 1817 in the 
neighborhood 
of Truscovich, where 


they were working sulphur and lead 
ore. Tho first mention of distilled pe- 
troleum occurs in the report of a law- 
suit which took place in the latter year. 
In the same year "naphtha and mineral 
oil," probably distilled and raw petro- 
leum, were formally tested by a com- 
mission organized by tho Mayor pi 
Prague*. - The account of tho trial in 
the municipal records declares that 
"naphtha p'ossosses great advantages, 
.bdth'os regards economy and intensity 
of light." Accordingly the Mayor or- 
dered .1 supply of the oil of Heckor, t» 
be delivered within1, a specified time? 
but tho material camo too late and was 
refused. 
, JNpthing more was hoard of petroleum 
uutS 1838, when it is mentioned as a 
mlufiral product in tho account of a 
mining action at Starunia, and in tho 
same year it was decided that tho oil 
came under tho classification of miner- 
als mibject to a Stale royalty. Little 
revenue, however, was received from 
that source, the product of the wolla 
being used for wagon grease only: Po- 
frpleura was thus neglected until 1863 
or 1854, when a man named Schroiner 
accidentally discovered its value as an 
illuminating agent, and as such it bp- 
gan to attract scientific attention in 
Austria. But

Brought into any use otherwise than 
abcperimentally, tho discovery of pe-' 
trolcum in this country occurred. Then 
tho product, which had been neglected 
in Galicia for nbfirlf ;half a century, 
was speedily mailo;kn0wn to tho whole 
world ns a cheap rand .admirable illumi- 
nating agent, and it soon became ono 
of the most important articles of com- 
merce. Moreover, it \yas an American 
or an Americanizcd'-jGennan, named 
Toeh, who gave tho Jlrst impetus to tho 
petroleum i trodo of Austria. Ho had 
learned liis teflnoss a,t;; out oil wells, 
and, arriving at,Vienna, ftf once taught 
the reliners at 6brgsl»W'hflw to make 
their industry profitable. ''v: 


Hence, even^ if • we;: inastgivo to Ga- 


licia the credit of priority in the discov- 
ery of pctrolauni, wo shau,allonr it only 
an empty lionqr, for - ire^roro tho first 
to bvino- tho product they neglected, 
and with whose value • they failed to ac- 
quaint themselves-, Sfjnjp" general use 
as an illuminating agent, and to make 
it one of tho staple articles of com- 
merce. It wast frotn MS, too, through 
Toeh, that Austria loathed how to util- 
ize the oil of tho GnUcinn refiners.

SCBANION, Pa., Aug. 29—Some twenty 


pears' ago I was a resident for a few 
months of the city of Carbondale, Pa., 
,nd used occasionally to visit a straggling 
own of three or four thousand inhabi- 
iants some twenty milea down the Lnck- 
awaua valley. The locality was known as 


Slpcum's Hollow," though tho place 
iad borue tho namo of Scrantou for a few 
rears previous. Scranton is now a city 
of 50,000 inhabitants, with numerous sub- 
urbs, some of \vhich arc cities them- 
selves, riib air is black with smoke 
Irom countless numbers of collieries, iron 
and smeltiug works, etc. In fact the 
whole valley of tlie Laokawana from Car- 
bondale to Pittston is almost one con- 
tinuous city. This is ouo o£ tho richest 
anthracite regions in Pennsylvania, and 
there are collieries without number all 
the way down tho valley. 


One ot the objects ot 'interest to the 


visitor is a view of tho interior of the 
mines. In company with a friend I 
made a visit to tho Hyde Park miues 
the other day, and was showu all through 
it by the. gentlemanly 
superintend-

The 
shaft 


was 270 feet deep aud wo mado that de- 
scent into the bowola' of the earth in a 
few seconds oil the "carriage." On arriv- 
ing in tho lower regions we found our- 
selves iu what would have bocu total 
darkness but for the lighted lamps that 
everybody carried iu their liats. There 
was n delicious coolness in tho temperat- 
ure. It is uniform the whole year, Our

with rock, with railway took along 
which the coal cars were drawn by mules 
Wo are now ampug tho miners. We see 
them drilling with their long heavy drills 
We hear tho blasts and are almost stilled 
by-tho. gases from the 'explosion. The 
laborers now break 'tho coal in pieces 
with their picks uud Umd it onto the 
wagons. Minors are paid »o much per 
car aud pay their own laborers. Active 
industrious minors can make from $75 
to $100 per month, but as a class they are 
very improvident unji wasteful, ;with , of 
course many worthy exceptions.
